ezuelan negotiations. The Associated Press 
is informed that the allies’ Ambassadors 
have n strictly onieed not to sign any 
of the protocols until all three powers are 
satisfi with the terms, when the signa- 
tures will be simultaneous.

GRENADIER GUARDS SCANDAL. 


Circumstances That Led to the Expose 
of the Methods of Punishment of 
Subaiterns—Lord Roberts’s 
indignation.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—I have heard on 
excellent authority a story which throws 
light on the Grenadier Guards scandal, 
which has deeply stirred the English 
public, and may be made the subject of 

Parliamentary action. 

Circumstances which led to the ex- 
posure of methods of punishment of sub- 
alterns in the Guards regiments, I am 
told, had their beginning one night when 
two subaltefns of the Grenadier Guards 

















dine in the Cariton Hotel. 
Other. subalterns of the Grenadier 
Guards' wére in the hotel that evening, 


They resented the action of their com- 
rades and remonstrated with them for 
taking women whom they could not in- 
troduce to their relatives to public res- 
taurants, and gave warning that the of- 
fense must not be repeated. 

Shortly afterward the incident was re- 
peated. The matter was taken up by 
the other subalterns and the offenders 
were court-martialed by their fellows in 
accordance with the custom of the regi- 
ment. They were found guilty, and as a 
result were stripped naked and flogged 
around the Wellington Barracks Square 
at night. 

One climbed a tree to escape the pun- 
ishment. The other would not do so and 
was flogged until he bled. 

When complaint was made to Col. 
Kinloch he refused to take any action, 
saying that the punishment visited on 
the offenders had served them: right. 
They then took the matter to their par- 
ents, who complained to Lord Roberts. 
After an investigation Lord Roberts 
called upon Col. Kinloch to resign, or be 
placed on half pay. . 

Two influential Generals took up the 
matter on Col. Kinloch’s behalf and ap- 
pealied to xing Edward. His Majesty 
wrote to Lord Roberts, asking that the 
demand made on Col. Kinloch might be 
reconsidered. 

Lord Roberts, who was indignant that 
the Generals. should“have gone behind 
his back to the King, refused to recon- 
sider the matter, and wrote to Col. Kin- 
loch that his retirement would be gazet- 
ted. the next day, which was done... 

It is said also on this authority that 
other things have: been done in this regi- 
ment which would cause a great sensa- 
tion were they to be made public.

The Governor says that his visit is a so- 
cial one, and that it is no more significant 
than his other visits to attend this dinner. 
Of course he tales politics when he sees 
the President, and there is much gossip 
about in view of the reports that the rela- 
tions between the Governor and Senator 
Platt are strained. 

Phe principal appointment now pending is 
that of Shipping Commissioner at New 
York, to fill the vacancy made by ~ Col. 
Dickey’s promotion. Senator Platt is back- 
ing Representative Harry A. Hanbury, 
while Mr. Odell ls reported to favor Senator 
Brackett's candidate: A. W. Worden. It 
is doubtful, however, whether the contest 
for this office would bring Gov. Odell to 
Washingten, and the current report is that 
eae awe New York situation is being gone 

The Governor will see the President sev- 
eral times-before he returns. If there is 
any serious difierence between the .Gov- 
ernor and Senator Piatt, the President has 
heretofore kept his hands off.

COURTS-MARTIAL. AFFECTED. 


Court of Claims Decision of Far-Reach- 
ing importance to the Navy. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 11.—The Court of 
Claims has rendeted a‘ decision of far- 
reaching importance. to the naval estab- 
lishment. ‘If sustained by the United 
States Supreme Court, to which an appeal 
has been taken, the decision will affect 
every court-martial case tried during tlie 
past forty years in which the sentence in- 
volved a loss of pay. 

The case decided by the court was that 
of John Smith, .a fireman in the navy, who 


was tried and convicted by court-martial 
on the charge of refusing to obey a proper 
order from his. superior: officer, and sen- 
tenced to oné year's imprisonment with loss 
of pay during confinement. 

x e court gave.juijzment in his favor for 
the full amount of pay claimed, amounting 
to about $376. .The decision was based an 
the broad ground that the accused had net. 
been furnished with a copy of the charges 
and specifications on which he was to be 
tried, “at the time he was put under ar- 
rest,”’ according to the requirements of the 
Sian regulations. 

It is represented by the law officers of 
the Navy Department+-that the decision re- 
verses the practice of the navy for the past 
forty years, and it is, moréover, impossible 
of enforcement in the naval service under

TO STUDY THE ABNORMAL. 


Senate Committee Favors Bill Provid- 
ing for National investigation of 
the Defective Classes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The Senate 
Judiciary Committee has made a favorable 
report on the bill to establish a laboratory 
for the study of the criminal, pauper, and 
defective classes, a ‘similar bill having 
been reported favorably by the House Tu 
diciary Committee. The bill _provides for 
establishing in the Department of Justice 
a laboratory for the study of abnormal 
classes, the work to’ include not only 
laboratory inyestigations, but the collection 


of goctologicat and pathological data, es- 
pe jlally such as may found in institu- 

ns for the criminal, pauper, and de- 
fective classes, and general ospitals and 
schools. 

The laboratory is to be in. charge of a 
Director’ appointed by the President, who 
is to make an annual report to the Attor- 
ney General, which report, or so much-of 
it as may be selected a7 the Attorney Gen- 
eral, is to be publish 

The term ‘laboratory’. is employed in 
its broadest sense, not enly including the 
use of instruments of precision, but the 
coe ne of socioligical data and making 

Vestigations of anarchistic ‘criminals, 
mob influence, and like phenomena view 
cially the causes of social evils with. av 
of lessening or preventing them. 

The committee has received a large num- 
ber of. communications from all -ovér the 
country from. individuals and associations
